Report  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  National  Institute 
fAH[  for  the  Blind  for  fifteen  months — a period  adopted  in 
conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for 
'(^11  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind — is  one,  we  are  proud  to  be  able 
to  state,  of  real  encouragement.  Owing  to  their  far-reaching 
nature  it  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task  to  set  down  succinctly  the  story  of 
our  activities.  Yet  we  venture  to  hope  that  all  those  into  whose  hands 
this  record  of  high  aims  may  fall,  will  read  it  so  that  they  may  judge 
for  themselves  of  our  rightful  claim  to  enhst  still  further  that  sympathy 
and  co-operation  we  have  hitherto  had  from  a far-seeing  and  generous 
pubhc. 


As  the  work  of  the  Institute  is  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  those 
handicapped  by  the  loss  of  vision  from  earliest  infancy  to  extreme  old 
age,  we  feel  that  we  should  begin  with  the  blind  babies,  and  report  the 
progress  of  the  twenty-five  little  inmates  of  “ Sunshine  House,”  the 
Institute’s  Home  for  Blind  Babies  at  Chorley  Wood,  Herts. 


Of  the  children  who  have  been  resident  in  the  Home  since  its 
inception  in  October,  1918,  four  have  reached  the  age  hmit  of  five  years, 
and  have  been  placed  in  certified  schools  for  the  blind. 


Life  at  “Sunshine  House”  is  symbolic  of  its  name.  The  country- 
side, the  gardens,  the  staff  and  the  equipment  of  the  Home  are  all 
conducive  to  health,  happiness  and  normality.  The  older  children  spend 
several  hours  a day  in  the  Kindergarten  room.  The  younger  children 
can  be  found  laughing,  playing  and  crawling  in  the  daintily  furnished 
playrooms,  with  their  tiny  chairs  and  tables,  play-pens,  toys  and  nursery 
pictures,  while  during  the  summer  months  all  the  children  live  almost 
entirely  out  of  doors.  The  main  idea  is  that  the  children  should  be 
taught  to  grow  up  as  normal  human  beings,  and  to  treat  their  blindness 
as  a handicap  to  be  overcome,  rather  than  as  an  affliction. 
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Other  Homes  for  Blind  Babies  are  urgently  required.  A campaign 
for  the  further  provision  of  these  has  been  inaugurated,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  sufficient  funds  will  be  forthcoming  to  enable  the  Institute  to  equip 
more  Sunshine  Homes,  and  to  accomplish  its  ideal  of  caring  for  every 
blind  baby  in  the  land. 

The  other  branch  of  the  Juvenile  Department  deals  with  children 
over  five  years  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  There  have  been 
eighty-nine  such  cases  reported  to  this  department  during  the  year. 
When  complete  information  has  been  obtained  regarding  each  case,  it 
is  notified  to  the  local  Education  authorities,  who  co-operate  in  having 
the  child  placed  in  a certified  school  for  the  blind  as  soon  as  a vacancy 
occurs. 

The  higher  education  of  the  blind  is  a matter  of  paramount  im- 
portance. The  College  lor  the  Higher  Education  of  the  Blind  at  Worcester, 
on  the  governing  body  of  which  the  Institute  is  well  represented  (the 
President,  Sir  Arthur  Pearson,  Bart.,  G.B.E.,  being  Chairman),  has 
benefited  by  large  monetary  grants  from  the  Institute,  and  recently  by 
the  gift  from  the  Institute  of  a house  and  grounds  known  as  "The 
Gables.”  This  property  adjoins  the  College  and  will,  in  fact,  form  an 
extension  of  it.  It  will  enable  the  College  to  receive  ten  additional 
students.  The  Institute  has  also  been  able  to  assist  the  College  by 
supplying,  free  of  charge,  a large  quantity  of  educational  works  in 
Braille,  many  of  these  having  been  produced  in  the  Institute’s  Manuscript 
Department. 

The  Institute  is  about  to  erect  a new  boat-house  on  the  Severn  for  the 
College,  and  to  construct  a swimming-bath  at  the  College  itself.  Rowing 
and  swimming  are  sports  at  which  blind  people  can  become  exceedingly 
proficient.  Their  value  as  physical  exercises  needs  no  emphasis  here. 

Outdoor  sports  which  play  so  important  a part  in  the  ordinary 
curriculum  are  carefully  fostered  at  Worcester  College.  A School 
Regatta  is  held  annually  on  the  Severn  and  the  College  has  also  com- 
peted at  the  St.  Dunstan’s  Regattas  at  Putney. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  well  over  £9,000  was  allocated  to 
Worcester  College  during  the  year  1919  (which  includes  the  purchase 
of  a house  for  the  Headmaster),  and  that  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
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additional  buildings  at  the  school  which  will  raise  it  to  a still  higher  level 
of  excellence. 

In  addition  to  this  fees  of  over  £2,600  have  been  paid  to  various 
institutions  for  training  and  educational  purposes,  while  £1,000  has  been 
set  aside  for  fees  and  scholarships  at  various  Universities. 

Neither  have  the  blind  girls  been  forgotten.  As  mentioned  in  our 
last  Report  a very  fine  mansion  known  as  “ The  Cedars,”  standing  in 
grounds  of  fifty  acres  and  in  close  proximity  to  “ Sunshine  House  ” at 
Chorley  Wood,  was  generously  given  to  the  Council  of  the  Institute  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Batty.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  ready  to  receive 
scholars  in  the  middle  of  September.  The  Council  of  the  Institute  have 
felt  for  some  time  past  that  there  should  be  a sister  institution  to  the 
Worcester  College  for  the  Higher  Education  of  Blind  Boys.  The  Chorley 
Wood  College  will  give  the  parents  and  guardians  of  blind  girls  an  oppor- 
tunity of  securing  for  them  a first-class  and  specialized  education  suited  to 
their  needs  and  requirements,  an  opportunity  which  hitherto  has  not 
existed.  Miss  Phyllis  Monk,  a lady  of  high  scholastic  attainments  and 
considerable  experience,  has  been  appointed  principal,  and  has  gathered 
round  her  a competent  staff.  This  school  will  receive  pupils  from  the  age 
of  seven  years,  and  will  be  divided  into  sections  according  to  the  age  of 
the  scholars.  The  standard  of  education  and  of  comfort  will  be  of  the 
first  order.  The  fees  have  been  placed  upon  a moderate  basis  and 
scholarships  will  be  available. 

Books  are  to  education  what  foundations  are  to  a house  ; for  the 
blind  and  sighted  alike  little  work  can  be  accomplished  without  the  aid 
of  books,  and  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  is  responsible  for 
almost  the  whole  of  literature  printed  in  Braille  embossed  type  in  the 
Empire  and  is  the  sole  producer  of  books  printed  in  Moon  type  in  the 
English-speaking  world.  The  Moon  system,  which  is  a somewhat  lengthier 
one  than  Braille  and  much  in  vogue  in  the  U.S.A.,  was  invented  by  Dr. 
William  Moon,  who  issued  the  first  publications  in  that  type  in  1847. 
Moon  characters  are  either  unaltered  or  slightly  modified  forms  of  the 
Roman  letters,  and  are  readily  committed  to  memory  by  old  people.  We 
give  on  the  following  page  figures  relative  to  the  fifteen  months  (Jan.  1, 
1919 — Mar.  31,  1920)  production  of  Braille  and  Moon,  which  speak 
eloquently  of  the  magnitude  of  this  section  of  the  Institute's  work  :

The  material  for  all  the  Braille  books,  magazines  and  newspapers 
is  supplied  by  the  Editorial  Department,  which  is  also  responsible  for  the 
matter  contained  in  the  thousands  of  booklets  and  pamphlets  dealing 
with  the  Institute's  work  which  are  sent  out  weekly,  and  for  a monthly 
letterpress  magazine  called  “ The  Beacon.”  The  names  of  the  Braille 
magazines  and  newspapers  printed  by  the  Institute  are  : “ Progress,” 
“Literary  Journal,”  “School,”  “Comrades”  (a  children's  magazine), 
“ Hampstead  Magazine,”  “ Friendly  Light,”  “ Santa  Lucia,”  “ Light- 
bringer,”  “ Channels  of  Blessing,”  " Nuggets,”  " Braille  Musical 
Magazine,”  “Massage  Journal,”  “ Braille  Mail,”  and  “Weekly  Summary.” 

Attached  to  the  Editorial  Department  is  the  Pubhcity  Department, 
which  serves  to  keep  the  press  and  the  public  in  touch  with  the  various 
activities  of  the  Institute. 
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We  have  pleasure  in  printing  here  extracts  from  a few  of  the 
numerous  letters  received  from  readers  who  appreciate  the  Institute’s 
work  in  providing  them  with  books  and  magazines  ; —

To  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind  (Tufton  Street,  Westminster), 
the  Institute  supplied  2,800  volumes  of  new  publications  in  Braille, 
besides  1,020  pieces  of  music  and  various  pamphlets.  In  addition  800 
volumes  and  388  pieces  of  music  have  been  supplied  to  the  Northern 
Branch  Library.  Many  copies  of  old  publications  have  been  supplied  by 
request  and  an  exchange  of  French  and  English  books  was  effected  with 
Paris  by  means  of  which  the  Library's  foreign  section  was  enriched  by 
the  addition  of  100  French  volumes. 

The  Institute  has  also  presented  2,700  volumes  in  Moon  type  to  the 
Library,  thus  enabling  it  to  cope  with  the  demands  of  its  800  Moon 
readers.  Many  of  the  volumes  given  by  the  Institute  were  produced 
from  plates  the  cost  of  which  was  generously  borne  by  the  Carnegie 
Kingdom  Trust  and  by  the  Dickens  Fellowship. 
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Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  Music  Department.  The  output 
of  music  for  the  year  under  review  will  be  found  to  contain  a fine  range 
of  musical  works.  It  must  be  remembered  that  putting  music  into  Braille 
is  not  merely  a matter  of  transcription,  but  partakes  much  more  of  the 
nature  of  translation.  As  the  work,  therefore,  requires  considerable  con- 
centration of  thought,  and  tends  to  become  monotonous,  a little  break  is 
very  desirable,  and  this  has  been  provided  by  forming  the  department 
into  a choir,  and  having  part-songs  for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  in  the 
middle  of  the  afternoon.  This  is  not  only  a pleasure  to  those  bhnd  workers 
concerned,  but  after  such  a practice  the  mind  is  refreshed  to  continue 
its  work. 

The  chief  aim  of  the  Manuscript  Department  is  to  provide  special 
books  for  students,  and  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  a very 
urgent  and  ever  increasing  demand  for  special  educational  books  of  all 
descriptions,  which  has  been  met  by  the  production  of  nearly  1,400 
volumes  of  Braille. 

We  now  come  to  the  Design  Department,  which  is  concerned  with 
the  embossing  of  maps  and  diagrams  and  the  construction  of  models  for 
schools.  This  branch  of  the  work  was  only  started  in  August,  1919.  In 
reply  to  a circular  letter,  a great  number  of  schools  sent  in  requests  for 
models.  Among  the  models  designed  and  made  by  the  department  are 
those  of  aeroplanes,  street  lamps,  ploughs,  weather-vanes,  icebergs, 
bridges  and  churches.  All  these  are  for  the  use  of  those  whose  fingers 
have  to  be  their  eyes. 

A new  departure,  which  has  already  more  than  justified  its  existence, 
is  the  Inventions  and  Research  Committee,  consisting  of  a number  of 
experts,  whose  duty  it  is  to  deal  with  all  new  ideas  in  appliances  for  the 
use  of  blind  people,  and  also  to  take  up  any  suggestions  or  new  fields 
of  activity  where  blind  workers  are  concerned. 

During  the  pepiod  under  review  the  Institute's  Residential  Club  for 
Blind  Girls  (38-40  Langham  Street,  W.l)  has  given  permanent  accom- 
modation to  thirty-eight  blind  and  partially  sighted  girls.  Visitors  to  the 
club  are  always  welcome.  The  social  side  of  club  Ufe  is  not  neglected ; 
there  are  many  musical  evenings,  as  well  as  one  night  each  week  which  is 
set  apart  for  a reading  circle. 
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The  Welfare  Department  was  inaugurated  during  the  year,  and  is 
concerned  with  the  giving  of  first-aid  to  both  blind  and  sighted  members 
of  the  staff.  The  social  side  of  the  Institute  is  by  no  means  neglected,  and 
is  carried  out  by  the  Sports  Club,  with  its  rowing,  swimming  and  boating 
sections,  its  country  rambles,  dances  and  whist  drives,  while  the  educa- 
tional element  is  provided  by  the  debating  and  lecture  section  of  the 
said  club. 

An  organisation  attached  to  the  Institute  which  has  proved  emi- 
nently successful  and  which  has  materially  assisted  the  cause  of  the 
brave  men  who  lost  their  sight  in  the  war  is  the  Blind  Musicians’ 
Concert  Party,  managed  by  Lady  Pearson,  D.B.E. 

During  the  past  year  295  concerts  have  been  given,  with  a net 
result  of  £24,815  16s.  2d.,  which,  it  is  interesting  to  note,  is  an  increase 
on  the  previous  year,  and  many  return  visits  liave  been  asked  for. 

A well-established  and  desirable  occupation  for  the  Blind  is  that  of 
Massage.  The  Massage  Branch  of  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
serves  a fourfold  purpose,  as  its  activities  cover  a School  of  Massage,  a 
Massage  Libraiy,  a Secretarial  Department,  and  an  After-Care  Depart- 
ment. During  the  past  year  twenty -nine  students  were  trained  for  the 
Massage  examination  of  the  Chartered  Society  of  Massage  and  Medical 
Gymnastics,  and  all  successfully  qualified;  twenty-three  students  passed 
the  special  Remedial  Exercises  examination  and  fifty-eight  successfully 
qualified  in  our  Institute’s  Medical  Electricity  examination.  The  com- 
bined Massage  course  covers  a period  of  from  eighteen  months  to  two 
years.  During  training  all  students  receive  gratis  aU  the  necessary  text- 
books for  studying  purposes,  and  after  leaving  the  school  they  can  obtain 
any  book  they  require  in  connection  with  their  work  free  of  charge. 
They  have  also  free  access  to  the  Massage  Library,  which  is  under  the 
care  of  Dr.  Lloyd  Johnstone.  Trained  under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute, 
Dr.  Johnstone,  who  is  himself  blind,  has  for  many  years  been  engaged  in 
compihng  and  editing  books  for  the  department,  and  it  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  the  massage  students  of  the  National  Institute  are  better 
provided  with  text-books  than  their  sighted  confreres. 

In  accordance  with  a general  wish  expressed  by  many  of  our  blind 
masseurs  for  some  kind  of  official  representation,  an  Association  was 
formed,  which  is  known  as  the  Association  of  Certificated  Blind  Masseurs. 
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This  was  registered  on  the  3rd  July,  1919,  and  licensed  under  the  Board 
of  Trade.  It  was  formed  in  order  to  promote  the  welfare  and  protect 
and  advance  the  interests  of  all  certificated,  qualified  and  capable  blind 
masseurs  and  masseuses. 

The  following  is  a typical  instance  of  the  help  given  to  blind  mas- 
seurs and  masseuses  : — A masseuse  who,  after  a struggle  for  nine  years, 
had  done  practically  nothing  in  a North  London  suburb,  decided  to  train 
under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Institute.  She  successfully  qualified, 
taking  the  Chartered  Society’s  Certificate,  and  returned  to  the  same 
suburb.  She  worked  up  an  excellent  private  practice,  obtained  an 
appointment  under  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  for  that  district,  and  in 
addition,  was  appointed  as  masseuse  to  a local  institution.  The  National 
Institute  supplied  her,  free  of  charge,  with  all  massage  apparatus  neces- 
sary for  fitting  up  a private  clinic,  and  she  is  very  conscious  of  the 
practical  help  which  the  Institute  has  been  able  to  give  her  and  attributes 
not  a little  of  her  success  to  the  encouragement  she  has  received  from 
this  source. 

During  the  war  the  Massage  Branch  was  entirely  devoted  to  the 
training  of  blinded  soldiers.  The  number  of  St.  Dunstan's  men  in 
training  from  March,  1919,  to  March,  1920,  was  29.  At  the  Massage 
Examination  of  the  Chartered  Society  of  Massage  and  Medical  Gym- 
nastics, at  which  there  were  over  300  entries,  one  of  the  St.  Dunstan's 
men  (H.  Vickers)  passed  at  the  top  of  the  list  with  distinction.  It  is 
indeed  a consoling  thought  that  this  man  and  many  others  who  gave 
their  sight  for  us  all  in  the  war  and  who  took  up  this  profession  of 
healing,  are  now  in  a position  to  make  their  handicap  in  very  truth  a 
victory  over  blindness. 

The  report  of  the  Home  Teaching  Branch  is  one  of  steady  progress. 
Nearly  56,000  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  thirty-two  male  and  two 
female  teachers  employed  by  this  Branch.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
blind  people  have  been  taught  to  read,  while  chair-caning,  boot-repairing 
netting,  basket-making,  knitting,  typewriting,  modelling  and  weaving 
are  among  the  home  occupations  that  have  been  successfully  taught. 
Over  47,000  books  and  magazines  have  been  circulated  through  the 
branch  to  blind  book-lovers.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  thanks  to  tlie 
provision  of  medical  advice  and  treatment,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
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After-Care  Branch  of  the  National  Institute,  the  sight  of  nine  children 
who  would  otherwise  have  gone  blind,  has  been  saved. 

In  our  last  Report  mention  was  made  of  a splendid  gift  by  Mr. 
G.  W.  Hayes  (in  memory  of  his  son,  Harry  Vernon  Hayes,  who  fell  in 
the  war),  who  has  presented  Hoole  Bank,  Chester,  to  the  Institute.  This 
fine  house  standing  in  its  own  grounds  of  some  twenty-three  acres,  is 
to  be  opened  as  a Guest-house  for  blind  people  of  both  sexes  over  fifty 
years  of  age  who  have  seen  better  days. 

One  of  the  most  important  departments  of  the  Institute  is  that  of 
the  After-Care  of  blind  civilians.  Owing  to  the  high  price  of  commodities 
and  the  consequent  distress,  we  have  had  to  deal  with  more  numerous  and 
more  urgent  appeals  than  ever  before.  One  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty-eight  cases  of  blindness  not  previously  known  to  us  have  been 
brought  to  our  notice,  and  we  have  now  4,967  names  on  our  register. 
During  the  year  a total  of  720  visits  have  been  paid,  and  a number  of 
blind  people  have  been  rescued  either  from  a state  of  lethargy,  from 
rapid  deterioration,  or  from  utter  despair. 

We  have  definitely  given  assistance  to  1,856  blind  people,  of  whom 
101  have  been  undergoing  training  in  some  occupation  in  which  they 
were  financed  by  the  Institute.  Fifty-two  persons  have  received  the 
benefit  of  seaside  holidays,  visits  to  convalescent  homes,  the  free 
provision  of  surgical  appliances,  etc.  Pensions  for  twenty-five  people 
have  been  secured.  The  total  sales  of  the  After-Care  Sales  Depot  have 
this  year  realised  the  sum  of  £12,468,  and  we  would  remark  here  that 
the  blind  maker  is  paid  the  full  retail  price,  no  charge  being  made  for 
the  service  thus  rendered. 

The  After-Care  of  the  St.  Dunstan's  blinded  soldiers  and  sailors  is 
included  in  the  work  of  the  Institute,  which  has  undertaken  to  look  after 
these  men  for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  They  are  visited  in  their  homes, 
their  work  is  supervised,  raw  material  is  obtained  for  them  as  cheaply 
as  possible,  and  a market  is  found  for  their  goods. 

This  brief  report  by  no  means  exhausts  all  that  the  National 
Institute  has  done  and  is  doing  for  the  men  of  St.  Dunstan's.  Convalescent 
homes  at  Blackheath,  Brighton,  Ilkley,  Cheltenham  and  St.  Leonard’s-on- 
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Sea,  together  with  a very  large  number  of  small  holdings  for  the  benefit 
of  the  men  trained  at  St.  Dunstan's,  stand  in  the  name  of  the  Institute, 
which  has  a large  and  efficient  Estates  Department. 

Much  care  and  attention  are  given  to  the  production  of  games 
specially  adapted  to  the  use  of  blind  players.  Chess  boards,  suitable  for 
both  chess  and  draughts,  can  be  obtained  at  the  Institute,  and  it  may  be 
noted  that  the  black  and  white  draughtsmen  are  distinguishable  by  then- 
size,  while  the  chessmen  are  provided  with  pegs  which  fit  into  the 
drilled  board.  UndriUed  boards  for  draughts  can  also  be  obtained. 
Packs  of  cards  for  whist  and  bridge  are  provided  with  Braille  lettering 
and  numbers,  whilst  raised  dominoes  and  Russian  Fives — an  extension 
of  the  weU-known  “Noughts  and  Crosses” — are  amongst  the  games 
which  enjoy  a large  amount  of  popularity.  Writing  frames  which  can 
be  used  by  once-sighted  or  partially-sighted  persons  and  Stainsby- 
Wayne  Braille  Writers  are  made  by,  and  on  sale  at,  the  Institute. 

The  National  Institute  also  possesses  its  own  up-to-date  letterpress 
printing  department.  This  Report  is  a sample  of  work  turned  out  by 
the  National  Institute.  It  wiU  be  readily  understood  that  it  is  much 
cheaper  for  the  Institute  to  print  its  own  propaganda  hterature,  note- 
paper,  etc.,  than  if  this  were  given  to  outside  firms  to  produce. 

We  think  enough  has  been  said  to  prove  that  the  National  Institute 
for  the  Blind  is  indeed  a great  national  undertaking  and  that  the  success 
that  has  attended  its  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Blind  Community  of  the 
Empire  is  a matter  for  which  it  may  feel  justifiably  proud. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  record  our  thankfulness  to  God  for  the 
providential  guidance  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  which  He  has 
graciously  vouchsafed  to  us.
